ACCUSES JAMES J. BAOLEY

Says Pressmen's Afrent Urges

Revolntion 25,000 of 900,-00- 0

Unionists Extremists.

Bo'.hevlsin is it Joke in the opinion of
a majority of the organisations in the
American Federation of Labor, accord-
ing to James P. Holland, president of
tht Bute Federation of Labor, who tes-

tified y nlty berfor the Loak legis-

lative committee In City Hall.
In spite of the fact that he had told

the-- committee that the radicals had suc-

ceeded In capturing some of the organl-ratlo-

in the federation and making
much headway on others, they never
n ould pot control, he sld. This was
because the Socialist and Bolshevik
leaders were "Intellectuals" rather than
workers,

Ultra radicalism fed on notoriety, the
witness declared, and was Increased by
"some people who want to net notoriety
In the public press."

Some day there would be a labor party,
Mr. Hollsnd declared, but It would not
b controlled by either the Socialists or
tlie Bolshevik!. When Assemblyman
MVEllliott tried to get the witness to
acknowledge thSt the Republican and
Demoe parties had dene! well by
labor in tli?

Acenses Pressmen's tirent.
Mr. Holland said there had been con- -

siderable violent talk in the meetings of
the Central Federated Union In this city,
s.nd that James J. Bagley, president of
Local 21 of the International Pressmen's
Union, had openly advocated sabotage
end the overthrow of the CJovernment.

"Has he ever expressed himself as
favoring the Soviet form of govern-
ment?" asked Archibald E. Stevenson,

counsel, who conducted the

"Tie would favor any form of govern-
ment that would overthrow the United
States Government, and has openly
stated so," was the reply.

"Has It been brought to your attention
that any appreciable number of radical
leaders have been advocating sabotage?"

"Yes: Mr. Bagley presched that on the
floor of the Central Federated Union,
not alone to break up the Government
but to smash up the printing pressea
Wo were amazed that the United States
Government permitted him to get away
with It. Thla can be found In the rec-
ords of the Central Federated Union."

A little later Assistant District Attor-
ney Rorke returned '.o the Bagley sub-
ject ami Mr. Holland said

"He Is the business agent of the press-
men of this country. They have a couple
of Irishmen as bad as the rest."

"Have you ever heard him advocate
the overthrow of the Government by
force of arms?"

"Tea, printed right In the minute
that have been sent broadcast In this
State."

"How long ago was the last time you
heerd him talk?"

'The last time was before the Legis-
lature took a vote on the dry question.
They said : 'If they take away our
beer, we mill take away the Govern-
ment.' "

According to letters found at the
headquarters of the X. W, W recently
raided, that body Is attempting to
organise transportation workers all over
the world In order that they may be
able to paralyse Industry at will In
these documents, which were read Into
the Lusk committee record In the morn-
ing, there are frequent illusions to
revolutions and one of them refers to
what they call the colloquially "One Big
Union" as the only revolutionary union
of Its kind. It was evident that the
I. W. AS, were contemplating force and
violencn In carrying out their alms
throujrh this union.

It appeared from the document that
steps are being taken to organise the
tranatportstion workeri In South Amer-
ica. Spain. Mexico. Ireland and other
countrlea Kmlsaarie from the I. W. W.
here have been sent out to further the
movement.

Referring to the question of sabotage
as advocated In discussions at the Cen- -

i tral Federated Union, Mr. Stevenson
asked Mr. Holland whether he had ever
heard any of the leaders In this Institu-
tion, or their sympathisers, call for a
sstsure of the Government by the work- -

j "I have." he replied.
I "Do they take particular pains to In- -I

dleat that that should be done by the
' process of ths vote?" Mr. 8tevenson

afked.

Believe In Revolution.
"No. they do not, they believe In the

process of revolution This has been
preached on the floor of the central
body more than once."

"And when they have spoken about
revolution they have not taken pains to
explain that this is to be a peaceful
revolution?'

"No; they claim that wherever there 1s
a revolution somebody loses blood and
they believe the blood should nome from
the capitalist c'.sss is the term that
they use."

"And have ) ou ever heard any one
express determination to estsbllsh a dic-
tatorship of the proletsriat?"

"That hag been preached and is being
Breached every day as far as some of
the radical organizations are concerned
They not only a dictatorship of
h Government but also a dictatorship
f the labor movement ; that the labor

movement as now being conducted by
the American Federation of Labor and
led by Samuel Ovmpers was not being
led in a proper way by h!m .er any of his
lieutenants who may be following or
trying to follow In his footstops."

The method of the radicals, Mr. Hol-
land said, had been to send agitators to
Industrial centres whenever a legitimate
strike had been sailed, with the Idea of
preaching sedition and the overthrow of
the Government. Some of tns regular
unions have broken away from the Amer-
ican Federation at such times, but have
sen the folly of their ways and have

corns back
"T have advised to let the agitators

In," said Mr. Holland, listen to what
Uisy have to say and then tell them In
no uncertain language where they fit."

Most of the agitators were not labor-
ing men, the witness declared.

'Three years ago," he added, "there
were ten Assemblymen elected In ths
Assembly from the Socialist party.
Only on of the entlro ten carried a
union card. The rest never belonged to
a labor organisation, with the exception
of Mr. Bhlplaooff. and he was the organ-
izer of ths Amalgamated Oarment
Worker and never was a garment
worker In hi life. Mr. Waldman had

ceeded In capturing more than zn.OVO.
Of the latter number :. per cent, were
foreigner, largely Ruralrn Jews. Not
more than SO per cent, of the members
of the radical organisations were Amer-
ican 'Irons, the witness declared.

In tils flies In Albany Mr. i Holland
said lie had a pamphlet Issuvd by the
International Hotel Worker wMclt ad-

vocated the overthrow of the Govern-
ment He referred to having heard a
certain person advocate the overthrow of
tfi Government t orce, but said he
would rather give Mm name to the com-
mittee In private session.

"Ha this agitation been going on
sine the present prohibition agitation
ha been brought about?" asked Assem-
blyman Martin, who waa presiding In
the absence of Senstor I.usk.

"Oh, it came befnro the prohibition
question was brought about." was the
reply. "The prohibition question was
taken as a Joke. But they put the Joke
over."

Extremists Weaker Than Before.
"Have ou any apprehension in labor

circle that Bolshevism will spread m
that It will become dangerous and over-cor- n

th legitimate aim of your or-
ganisation?"

"No, the extremists might do It la cer-
tain localities, but they have been weak-
er this time In the American Federation
of Labor than they' have been In Its en-

tire history."
Mr. Holland was referring to the fact

that at every A. of L convention
since Its organization, except the recent
one In Atlantic City, the Socialists had
attempted to bring about dissension. The
only thing they tried there was to put
through a resolution of sympathy for
the Soviet ,o ernrnent. but It was de-

feated by 21,00 to 400.
In reply to a question from Assistant

District Attorney Rorke, Mr. Holland
said that so far as he knew there was
no "starving proletariat" In this Stat

y. but the Reds would preach It If
they had a house full of food right
alongside. While some of the radical
pamphlets bore the union label, Mr. Hol-
land said, most of the labels did not
have the genuine Imprint of the Allied
Printing Trades.

About Ave years ago ths split In th
earment workers occurred In Cleveland
and, according to Mr. Holland, it was
led by Jacob Panken, who Is now a
Municipal Court Justice In the Second
District In New York city. He never
had been a garment worker.

'They don't believe in the Govern-
ment," said Mr. Holland, referring to
the Amalgamated Garment Worker
'They preach this y behind closed
doors end some of them preach It tn
the open. There Is not a place wher
they do not ridicule the Government."

Discord in Mayor Hylan's Of-

ficial Family Further
Emphasized.

QUESTIONS PROTESTED

Day's Says Unfair Taxes Raised to Enable City to

Methods Are Used in In-

vestigation.

The tUsrord In Myor Hylan's offlcial
family which has developed from th
Investigation Into th charges against
Dr. Jonathan C. Day, Commisstonsr of
Markets, by David Hlrhftld, Commis-

sioner of Accounts, wss further empha-
sised j ester lay Mayer Goldmaa. Dr.
Day' oounsei, protested thst Commis-
sioner Hlrshfleld wa conducting the
hearing unfairly and ' exception to
many questions put to client At
length, when Dr. Day iKitiKht to amplify
his answers regarding the organization
of the Plaxa Club Community Corpora-
tion and the Mutual Finance and Ex-
change Market. Commissioner Hlrsli-flel- tl

adjourned the hearing abruptly. It
will be resumed st 10 o'clock

Mr. Goldman yesterday produced four
promissory notes aggregating 118. Ml.
drawn on the Irving National Bank and
discounted by Dr. Day, and drafts
on the Memphis storage company.
amouating to 110.089. Dr. Day ex
plained that the notes had been dis-
counted after his appointment a special
agent to buy, sail and store food, as his
appropriations were delayed and there
was no money to take care of the bills.
He told the hank, lis testified, that he
had no authority to borrow money and
that they hsd lent it to him on his per
sonal ii n thut It would be paid.
Before doing anything in the matter, he
said, he had conimlted the Mayor, the
City Chamberlain and the Comptroller.
Dr. Day said he atesjd personally reapon- -
elble for the money from April to July,
1818.

Drafts Were for Kara Purchase.
Th drafts on th Memphis company

were for ggs ordered from that city,
he testified, and both the draft and th
notes had been paid.

William M. Bennett, former Stat
Senator, who as counsel for th West
Sid Taxpayers' Association Is appear-
ing aa Dr. Day'a chief Inquisitor, wsnted
to know If the city hd been obligated
by the transaction Dr. Day Insisted
that the note "spoke for themselv-a- "
and that he, and not the city, wa obli-
gated. They were paid from city funds,
he said, after funds had become avail-
able.

Mrs. Edith i McKeon, secretary and
treasurer of th De Julio Coal Company,
which received 835.000 from the city,
for which coal was to be delivered, said
th company had done nothing until
after the money had been paid over.
After that, she testified. It had bought
machinery for Improving Its plant Mr.
Goldman attempted to have the De
Julio books ruled out of evidence, but
Commissioner Hlrshfield denied his mo-
tion end they are to be produced.

Blank receipts for shares of stock in
the Plaxa Club Community Corporation,
which Julius Goodsteln, an accountant
In Mr. Hlrshfield' office, said h had
found at the Queensboro Bridge market,
were produced together with prospec-
tuses, much to Mr. Goldman's disap-
proval.

"If a scandal," he said, turning to
Commissioner HlrshfUld. "that you are
both prosecutor and witness In this
case. All this has nothing to do with
th charges made by Bennett There

CONFIDENCE IS RESTORED

Counsel
Pay as It Goes, but Rate

Is Low.

At ttmff CorrttpoMtrnt ef Tss Set.
MotmutAL, July 17. The city of Mon-

treal is passing through a period of new
experience In municipal government
which la eomewhat like that of Wash-
ington, D. C. Control of affairs, execu-

tive and administrate e. Is In the hands
of a commission of five men appointed
by Premier Sir Lomer Goult In 1818
for a period of four years.

The annual budget of the administra-
tion Is submitted to the Cl'y Council of
twenty-on- e Aldermen elected by popu-

lar vote. The budget may be rejected
or reduced only by a two-thir- vote
of ths Board of Aldermen or 16 out of
11 on th Council. Authority over con-

trasts, appointments and municipal civil
service rests with th commission.
Holding such control over the public
purse, the commissioners are able to
exercise strong hand over affairs, and
they are making steady progress In th
direction of restoring public and flnan- -
clal confidence In the city.

1(1 191V I. IIUKIU HI J lilllMIIIBn -- in
responsible to the City Council was ap-
pointed In nn effort to Inject better
politics Into government of the city.
But the Aldermen were not prepared
for public finance which meant higher
taxes !n order to keep a fair balance
between revenue and expenditure. The
tag rate had long been at one cent
on the dollar plus the school tax, and
the Council preferred to pile up the
public rather than Incress the tax
rate.

The assessed value of real
property Is 1700,000,000. The finances
of this great wealthy city, th head
quarter of railway, financial and In-

Something had to
be done, and of a decisive character.

Premier Goal Take Action.
It is sometimes difficult for the legis-

lative assemblies of IUInola and New
Tork to find out just what the re-

former of Chicago and New Tork cities
really want. So lt was In Montreal.

Isomer tried In vain to learn what
the people of this city wanted. He de-

cided to appoint a commission that
would be responsible to the Provincial
Government, selected his men with slelll
that has been Justified In action, and
set them at their task.

The result has been gratifying. There
was strong opposition from the Alder
men, but the commission went ahead
An end has coma to borrowing ; the
city must pay Its way year by year.
Taxes were Increased from ten mills
to thirteen and a half mills on the dol-

lar on real property, and the spei-la- l

taxes, water, light and business tsxes
also were made to yield more revenue
For the year 111 lt I Just announced
that the total revenue was 111,641,81,
an Increase of five million over 117,
out of which the city treasurer was sble
to pay Interest charges on the public
debt end put 1700,000 to the mnklng
fund.

The commissioners will endeavor, as
soon aa the money market permits to
make extended loans and put the city's
sffslrs on an basis An Item ap-
pears In the report of tSB.3Sl.9S5 under
disbursements. But It represents tsm-pora-

loans and renewals. There was
a balance of tlOt.969 In the city treamiry
at the start of the new year.

Formerly all public Improvements
were charged sgalnat the general city
account. The commission has Adopted
the special systsm, long in

In American and most Canadian
cities. In future street Improvements
will be paid for by the property front-
ing on the being Improved, and
the public debt cut down by higher taxes
annually.

Even now the tax rate is low in
Montreal. Including school tsx the rate
tn 19 5') mills But half a million an-
nually Is patd Into the city by the street
railway In percentage off earnings. A
business tax of t per cant, on the rental
valus of property nsts a million a year.

Water rates also sre on a percentage
basts and pay t pr cent, on the rental
value of property. Thus a house that
rents for 6100 a month will pay St water
taut regardless of the number of tap
or the amount of water used. Th reve-
nue from thl for ltlt was a mil-
lion and a half. Railway, factories,
laundries, breweries are on a meter rate.

Banks pay t600 annually and 6100 for
each branch within the city limits. In-

surance companies pay 6600 each, but
(Ire insurance companies pay also 1 per
cent, on premiums on Montreal burl
ness. In return th city maintains the
salvage corps Licenses and privileges
are responsible for large sums.

The unjust general property tax on
movables doe not operate tn Montseal
Lands, buildings and anything attached
to or Axed on any prperty is taxable ;

not otherwise. A storekeeper or bust
ness man paying 62,400 In rent annually
Is taxed 6176. but there Is no tax on
the stock carried on the shelves
